' DANGEROUS ADVENTURE. 


The annexed extract is taken fiom a 


paper in Blackwood's Edinburgh Maga- 
zine, entitled, ''AdvenUnes in the North- 
Western Territory."' It is a graphic de- 
scription, of a most thrilling jscene., 


" "After residing nearly a year iirone 


of the most distant" posts of'the North- 
West Company, -and conducting the fur 
trade th'eie. I began to look forward to 1113 
return to Montreal. I waited A\ ith the 
greatest impatience for the arrival of the 
period which was to terminate banish- 
ment; ;md restore me "to society. I was 
nearly~threet"thousand miles distant from 
any settlements,-and my only companions 
were two young men, clerks in the estab- 
lishment, whose character and limited ac- 
quirementsrendei-ed them very'interest- 
ing associates. Our post was situated 
upon the banks of a small' lake, about 
sixteen miles broad. This lake discharg- 
ed itself by means of a ri'rer into another 
of much ^greater dimensions, and thick 
forests covered e\ ery part of the nei«ii- 
boring country. 
° 


- One afternoon, I ^ took my <nm and 
strolled out in search of game. ".Though 
it was now the beginning of spung. the 
lake was Completely frozen across", the 
cold of the preceding winter having been 
Aery intense. I soon fell in v, ith a. flock 
of wild ducks, but befcie I could get a 
s»hot at them, they began to ilv towards 
the middle of the lake : however, I follow- 
ed them fearlessly over the ice, Jn the 
expectation that they would soon'alight. 
The weather was mild, though rather 
blowy. Detached black clouds moved 
rapidly along the face of Heaven in im- 
mense masses, and thc sun blazed forth 
in obscured splendor at one inomerrt, and 
was completely shrouded from the eye thc 
next.—I was so intent on the pursuit of 
my game, that I hastened forward almost 
unconscious!}-, my progress behi<r much 


„ facilitated by a thin layer of snow which 


covered the ice, and rendered thc footing- 
tolerably secure. At last I fired at the 
ducks, and killed one and wounded anoth- 
er. I immediately picked up the first., 
but its companion having only been 
winged, began to leap stray before J 
caughthold of it. I folio wed ."but had not 
advanced more than twenty yards, when, 
to my astonishment, I found that the ice 
was, in many places, covered' with water 
to the depth of several iachci.

sense of fear, and begad "to feel a soit of 
frantic delight in struggling asfdinat- the 
careering blasts.—I hurried on, sometimes 
lunnfng along the brink pf a ciicular ope- 
ning m the ice, and sometimes leaped' a- 
eross frightful chasms; all the while un- 
conscious of having any object in view.— 
The Ice cvery~ where 'creaked under my 
feet, and I knew that death awaited me, 
whether I fled" away or remained on the 
spot. I felt as one would do. if forced 
by some persecuting fiend to lange over 
the suiface of a'black and shoreless ocean, 
and aware, that, whenever his tormentoi 
withdrew his sustaining power, he would 
sink down,and be suffocated amomr the 
billows that struggled beneath him. 


At last night came on, and, exhausted 


by fatigue and mental excitement, I wiap- 
ped myself in my cloak, and lay down 
upon the ice. It was so dark that I could 
not have moved one step without running 
the risk of falling into the lake, I almost 
v. ished that the drowsiness, produced by 
intense cold, would begin to effect me; 
but I did not feel in the slightest degree 
chilled;"and the temperature of the°air 
was in reality abov e freezing. 
T had kid 


only a few minutes when I heard thc 
houlofawolf. " The sound was indiscri- 
bably delightful to my ear, and I started 
up v.-Ith the intention of hastening to thc 
spot from -whence it seemed to proceed : 
but hopeless as my s,uu.,Uon then 
my heait shrunk within me when I 
templated the dangers I would encounter 
in making such an attempt. My courage 
failed, and I resumed my former position, 
and listened to the undulations of the wa- 
ter as they undermined, and beat against 
thej.ower part of thc ice on which I lay. 


About midnight the storm ceased, and 


most of the clouds gradually forsook the 
sky. while the rising moon dispelled the 
darkness that had previously prevailed.— 
Ho'.\ CA cr, a thick haze covered the heav- 
ens, and rendered her light dim and ghast- 
1}-. and similar to that shed by an eclipse- 
-\ succession of noises had continued with 
little interruption for several hoars, and at 
last the ice beneath me began to mot e. 
I 


started up. and on looking around, saw 
that'.he whole surface of the lake was in 


influences.. At one time 1 fancied that 
the snow still drifted us violently as ever, 
and that I distinguished through its hazy 
medium, a band t of -Indian chiefs walk- 
ing past me upon thc surface of the 
lake. 
Their steps were noiseless, and 


they went along with wan and dejected 
looks and downcast eyes, and paid no at- 
tention to my exclamations and-entreaties 
for relief. 
At anollier, 1 thought I was 


floating in the middle of the ocean, and 
that a blazing sun flamed in the cloudless 
sky, and made the ice which supported 
me melt so fast that 1 heard streams of 
water pouring from its side, and felt my- 
selFeveiy moment descending towards the 
surface of the billows. I was usually 
wakened from such di earns by some noise 
01 violent concussion, but always relaps- 
ed into them whenever thc cause of distur- 
bance ceased to operate. 


The longest aad last of these slumbers 


was broken by a terrible shock, which my 
ce island reeched, and which threw me 
"lorn ray seat, and neaily precipitated me 
mto tlie lake.
